A Landslide 1'ilcs Atop of 11 TasiOUKor 


Train—Passenger.-* Injured. 


PITTSBUIIU, Pa., Nov. 19.—A remarkable 


accident hnpponod to tho limltou express on 
tho Panlumdlo Thursday morning. 
The 


train was runni:i£ slowly, because o£ a 
warning; that landslides were possible, and 
had readied a point near Jones' ferry, closy 
to this city, when suddenly, without tho 
slightest warning, an awful crash was heard, 
A huge mass of rock and earth, tons in 
weight, had become loosened at tho top o" 
the precipitous hill. 
It bounded 
down 


with frightful velocity, and crushed through 
tho traiu with terrific force. 
Tho. roofs of 


tho throe Pullman sleeping-cars wore crushed 
in, and the heavy rocks bounded in amonj; 
the passengers. 


A scene of tho wildest confusion ensued. 


Women shrieked in terror, men rushed wildly 
for a placo of safety, while above all tho 
noise aud tumult arose tho agonizing cries of 
distress of tho wounded. Thoy wore wedged 
in among tho stones, earth, aud broken timber 
an d glass, unable to movo. For a moment 
those of tho passengers, who hod miraculously 
escaped injury wore so dumfounded -that 
they stood motionless. Tho sloopora wero 
completely filled with dust, and at first it was 
difficult to determine who among the number 
was tho most seriously injured. The moment 
cho crash was heard the engineer stopped hu 
train. As soon as the conductor saw thu 
frightful results of tho accident he cried to 
his engineer: 
"Hurry on to the Union 


Gtation. Don't wait a minuto. We nHisc 
cate for tho injured hnmodlatoly." Th? train 
was started again, and in a few minutes had 
arrived at tho depot. Thoro the full force ot 


tho Union station was awaiting wlfli stretch- 
ers to carry out the injured passengers.

lin eountv, Vermont, on the 5th ot October, 
1*'.0, oiie'ol a family of two sons and threw 
daughter.*, tho children of William Arthur, 
who had loft his native Ireland when a youth 
nt IS years of age.

•determined upon changing his place of resi- 
dence, ho, in company with his particular 
frien'di Henry' D- Gardiner, traveled in tho 
west Cor throo months in order to find a de- 
sirablo place in which, to begm the practice 
of the legal profession in partnership.

ing no place to their liking, the young men 
returned to New York nr.ii opened an ollico 
in that city, whore they wore successful al- 
most from tho beginning. 


Early in his professional career Mr. Arthur 


married a daughter of Lieut. Herndon, of 
tho United States navy, an officer who had 
gone down with his ship a; sea, and wliosu 
widow was ll-o recipient of a gold modal 
voted by congress in recognition, of his 
bravery. Mrs. Arthur died in 1SSO.

gained, the company that had been defeated 
in the action issuod a farmul order giving 
colored people permission to rido in its ears, 
and in a short timo this right became general 
throughout tho city. 


Mr. Arthur's earliest political activity was 


as a Henry Clay Whig, and lie later was a 
delegate to the famous Saratoga convention 
of lAj-i, and an original Republican.

until 1S7S, when ho was suspended by I'resi- 
dent Hayes for refusing to obey an exvculivo 
order forbidding government ollicials from 
acting as part of tho political machinery of a 
party,'Mr. Arthur being at that timo chair- 
man of the Republican conimiltco of New 
York city.' 


Ho was a delegate to the national Rcpul>- 


lican convention of 1$SO, and au earnest ad- 
vocate ot tho rcnomination of Gen. Grant 
for a third term, and that movement failing, 
bo was placed on tho ticket as vico president 
with Gen. Gorflold. 
His service as chair- 


man of tho senate was digniiied and clll- 
cient and his conduct during the trying timo 
when President Garflold lay hovering be- 
twocn life and death was commended by a'.l 
parties. Ho took the oath ot ollice as ]>resi- 
donttttabout^ a. in., Sept. 1'0,JSS1, in Now 
York city, whoro ho was when the death of 
President Garfield was announced to hini, 
and was again , publicly, sworn at his inau- 
guration two days later at tho national capi- 
tal. Tbo next day lie issued a proclamation 
making tho SUlh of September, 1SS1, the day 
on which tho remains of President; Cariield 
were to bo interred at Cleveland, Ohio, a day 
of humiliation and mourning. 


Tho administration ot President Arthur 


wns highly commended by the Republican 
conventions of ' almost every state, ami ho 
was a candidate for the nomination for thu 
presidency by tbo national convention of the 
party held in Chicago in 1SS-I. He was. how- 
ever, defeated, Mr, Blame being nominated. 
Among Mr. Arthur's public acts as president 
was the vetoing- of tho Fitz John Porter bill. 
Since retiring from the presidency Mr. Ar- 
thur has not been in good health and took no 
part in public affairs. 


Tlio death of his wife was a severe blow tn 


Mr. Arthur, and his devotion to her memory 
wan well known to his most intimate friend*. 
He leaves two children—Chester Allan, a 
young man of 21, and Ellen Iferndon, a girl 
ot 1-1, of whom ho was very fond.

perity or Reneral adversity OB the oasa 
may be, we fail to i:e any just or vaJil 
reason why one part of the state should 
be forced to pay burdensome taiea to 
keep up sinie other part.
